BAPTIST MISSIONARY ESTABLISHMENT AT SERAMPORE, 


Extract of aletter written by an American lady, giving an account of a 
tour up the Hoogly river, a branch of the Ganges, in Bengal, in the 
mionth of November and Decembers 1817. 


Havine sent to the Missiona- 
ries here established, begging per: 
mission to pay our respects to them 
and to view their extensive works, 
we were politely invited to call at 
our leisure. Dr. Cary was good 
enough to shew us the printing es- 
tablishment, type manufactory, Xc. 
and their various schools, and col- 
lection of natural curiosities ; but 
what particularly engaged our at- 
tention was aroomin which thirty 
learned Pundits trom as many dif- 
erent nations, were employed in 
translating the Scriptures into the 
language of their respective coun- 
tries. Here were Arabs, Tartars, 


' Hindoos Malabars, Malays, Javan- 
ese, Cochin Chinese, Shieks, Ma- 
harats, Persians, and others, ‘* men 
from every nation under heaven,”’ 
contributing towards the circula- 


Mea of tke holy word of God. 





The person the most interesting 
to us was an Affgan, though 2 
professor of Islaimism, proclaimed 
himself to be a son of Israel, ane 
of the lost ten tribes. Dr. Carey 
informed us that he was a lineal de- 
scendant of Atvaham, and belong- 
ing to one of the lost ten tribes 5 
who now inhabit the country o% 
the Affuan Tartars. He says 
they were among the first who em- 
braced the faith of Mahomet, and 
continge among his followers, 
though closely adhering to their 
title of children of [srael. 

This man was of middle stature, 
his complexion rather lighter than 
the generality of the Hindoos ; 
nearly the color of a light mulat- 
to. He wore mustachios, and a 
long beard—and “was very deco- 
roux and grave in his manneré.—— 


Though we viewed the whok 
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group with the deepest interest, 
as you will easily imagine, seeing 
so many men of learning, collected 
from among nations, whose names 
wre scarcely familiar to us, all en- 
gaged in so important an under- 
taking, and one which has for its 
tendency to undermine and destroy 
ihe superstitions and idolatries 
which they themselves would pro- 
bably suffer death in support of. 
Yee the appearance of this man in 
particular, attracted our notice. 
Wothing can be more interesting 
to the reader and believer cf the 
Kd "Testament, than the history 
of the origin, progress, and decay 
of the children of Israel. The 
Jews are perhapsthe most striking 
feature in the pages of history, 
divine or profane ; and next to 
them are their brethren of the ten 
tribes, who have so long been in 
oblivion, and whose situation js yet 
so little known. 

We enquired of Dr. Carey, if 
this was one of the people de- 
scribed by Dr. Buchanan in his 
Researches ? He replied that he 
was not but was wholly distinét, 
both in his country and religion. 
To have seen therefore, a member 
of this extraordinary family, so 
dispersed and almost hidden, as 
was supposed, as well as seeing 
bim engaged in the holy work, 
the effects of which may be so full 
of blessings to his countrymen, we 
view in the light of a privilege, 
and with much satisfaction. The 
manner in which these Pundits are 
employed, is this ; each takes a 
translation of the Scriptures alrea- 
dy made, in whatever language he 
best understands, which he con. 
verts into that of his own nation ; 
this is examined several times by 


Dr. Carey, and others his coadju- 
tors, who are capable of making 
corrections. These books, when 
printed, are distributed among the 
populace, by means of schoois, 
the teachers of which are glad to 
receive them, as the means of en- 
abling their pupils te read ; who 
in return are obliged to copy the 
work they are reading, and thus 
obtain ideas and information, of 
which their teachers are ignorant. 
Dr. Cary introduced us to Mr. 
wean 6, who was busy at the 
lead of an extersive school, te: ach. - 
ing boys the common rudiments in 


English, for which he was paid.— 


‘Nothing can be more simple, un- 


affected and open, than the ap- 
pearance of these worthy and pious 
gentlemen, whose laudable and 
great exertions, I have no doubt, 
will have the desired success. — 

They told us that the actual num. 
ber of converts within the pale of 
their mission, did not exceed 500, 
and they have been engaged in 
this work 24 years. They ex- 
pressed their belief that the dis- 
tinction of casts was no greater im- 
pediment to the success of their 
labours, than the gencral depravity 


of human nature, and their tncli- 


nation to wickedness, which tie 
easy faith that most of the nations 
of the east professed was a cover 
for. We asked them if they con- 
sidered the early education of 
youth as their great auxiliary ? 
They answered, that preaching. 
disseminating the Bible, and edu- 
cation in the knowledge of God, 
were all equally efficacious and 
proper ; and thet they according- 
ly exerted themselves alike in 
each. ‘They have no connexion 
whatcverwith any other similar es- 
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tablishment ; except of good fel- 
lowship. ‘They speak of the Mis- 
sionaries with esteeem and respect. 

I enquired about Abdool, of 
whom so much has been said ; and 
I was informed that he was oripi 
nally a Mussulman (not a Brah- 
min) living at Agra, belonging to 
the Church of England Mission ; 
and they hoped he was a good 
man. ‘Their disbursments at Se- 
rampore, they told us, were about 
¢ 5000 monthly, which were derived 
from various funds, contributions, 
and the profits of their own labors. 
In admiring these excellent men, 
we were led to admire their great 


modesty also, in stating that their 
progress was, at present, extremely 
slow, and confined ; though .at- 
tecded with great labour and ex. 
ertion. We left them, obliged by 
their great politeness in gratifying 
our curiosity, and wishing them 
the fullest success. 

Thus my dear friends, you have, 
from the fountain head, all the in- 
formation in my power to give 
you, concei ning this interesting 
subject. If it gives you any plea- 
sure, I should think my time well 
bestowed in writing this long let-

Advocate, at the consecration of the Jewish Synagogue in New York. 


** Among the liberal and gloo- 
my prejudices which the light of 
reason has banished from the 
earth ; we hope that we may reck- 
‘or that usjust, and hostile spirit 
which so Idng existed against the 
Jews.

‘elent people, are still existing a 
distinct, wealthy and intelligent 
race of men ; a memorable and in- 
‘controvertible evidence of the trath 
“of that sacred volume on which 
our own faith reposes. We are 
surcrised that a greater number of 
the children of Israel have not 
found their way to these provinces 
where they wenld, it is to be hop- 
ed, find a sanctuary from prejudice 
and be treated with that respect 
which-the descendants of so re- 
nowned, and interesting a people 
re so eminently -entitled to. 


«‘ Let it beinscribed on memo- 
ry as a proof of the divine will, the 
miracles whicn Aave passed, and 
those yet to come. ‘* dnd the 
Lord shall scatter thee among all 
people, from one end of the earth even 
io the other, and among those nations

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Matt. iii. 2. ** The ‘kingdom of 
‘heaven is at hand.’? 

The phrases, ‘kingdom of God,’ 
and ‘‘ kingdom. of heaven,”’ implied 
precisely the same to a Jewish ear. 
They were taken from Dan. vii. 
13, 14, and occur frequently in 
Jewish writings. That the Jews 
applied them to the kingdom of 
the expected Messiah, is plain from 
the inquiry of the ‘Pharisees to our 
Lord, ** when the kingdom of God 
would come ?”? (Luke xvii. 20.) 
“* They thought,”’ says the same 
evangelist, © that the kingdom of 
‘God wou'd immediately appear.” 
(ch. xix. 4.) ‘The Chaldee para- 
phrast renders Tsaiah xl. 9, ‘* say 


to the cities of Judah. the kingdom. 


of your God is come, or revealed;”’ 
and Isaiah litt. 11 ** They shail 
‘see the kingdom of his Messiah.’’ 
The prophets, in speaking of the 
Alessiah, so often call him a king, 
and deliverer, that the Jews, ac- 
customed to this phraseorogy, ex- 


pected a temporal king, exercising 
power over his eneniies, restoring 
‘their monarchy, making conquests, 
raising the :rone of David to ite 
former spi dor, and rewarding his 
friends and servants in proportion 
to their fidelity. In conformity 
to this phraseology, our Lord said, 
‘that the kingdom of God had come. 
He asserted that he was the Mes- 
siah when he said to the Jews, *¢ if 
I, with the finger of God, cast 
out devils, no doubt the kingdom of 
God is come ubon you,” It is not 
surprising therefore, that such 
multitudes Hocked to the preach- 
ing of John. We have before 
shown the prevalence of the ex- 
pectation, that the Messiah was to 
appear at thisctime ; (See iHustra- 
tion 5.) and when John said, that 
‘the kingdom of heaven was at 
band,” they as well understood 
hin, as 1f he had said, the days are 
accomplished, and the promised de- 
liverer of Israelis near. The in- 
quiries of ‘the people,’’ * the 
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“publicans,”’? .and the  soldiers,’’ 
{Luke iii. 10, 12, and 14.) plain- 
ly shew how eager had been this 
anticipation, and how readily they 
would have received such a Mes- 


‘siah as they had expected. 


“Israel,” says the Babylonisk 
Talmud, ‘will have no need of 


the teaching of the Messiah; for, 


says Isaiah. (xi. 10.) Tre Gen- 
rites shall seek.him, but not Isra- 
el. Wherefore then ts the Messi- 
ah to come, and what will he do? 
He will restore the captivity of Ts- 


rael.’?

Matt. ii. 4. * The same John 


had his raiment of camels hair, and 


a leathern girdle about his loivs, 
and his meat was locusts and wild 
honey.” 

Camels are not only used in the 


east for carrying burdess through 


the deserts, but their milk and 


Hesh are eaten, and garments are 


made of their hair. Charden says, 
that the modern dervises wear such 
garments, as they do also great 
leather girdles ; and sometimes 
feed on locusts. The Cashmirian 
wool, of which shawls of great 
fineness and value are manufactur. 
ed, was not probably at this time 
known in Judea; and the hair of 
Jewish camels will not admit of 
being so manufactured. A _ gar- 
ment of hair, it will be recollec:ed, 
was worn by the Nazarites during 
their separation 3 and it was coa- 
stantly wora by John, because he 
was a perpetual Nazariie. (See 
Iilust. ] | 

But to those who know not 
how much locusts have been and 
are.at this day in the east, an arti-

cle of food, it will appear to be x 
very peculiar circumstance, that 
John should have eatenthem. But 
by the Arabs, they are even con. 
sidered as a delicacy ; and sprink. 
led with salt, and fried, it is said 
they are not unlike, in taste, to 
fresh water cray-fish. Niebuhr, 
in the first volume of his travels, 
gives an account of the locusts, 
sometimes, coming from the east- 
ward to the south-west,in Arabia, 
“ Never,” ‘says he, ‘ have I seen 
them in such numbers as in the 
‘dry plain between mount Sumara 
of Jerim ; for there are places 
where they might be swept up by 
the hands. We sawan Arab who 
had gathered a-sack full, in order to 
dry them, and keep them for his win- 
ter provisions. When the rain 
ceases but for a few hours on the 
awwest side of the mountain, there 
eome suck numerous lezions from 
the side of the east, that the pea- 
sants of Meusil were .obliged te 
drive them away from their fields, 
that they might not.entirely de- 
stroy their.fruits.”’ 

The evangelist was probably in- 
duced to mention John’s eating 
locusts and wild honey,’’ from the 
circumstance of having mentioned 
his residence in the desert; and both 
perhaps imply no more, than that 
he lived in the.country,.and in the 
simplicity avd plainness of a coun- 
try life. The Jerusalem Talmud 
says. that * he who obligated him- 
could not eat either fishes or locusis;”’ 
which shews that jocusts were, at 
that time.a common article of food.

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HORRID SUPERSTITION. 


Tue last number of the Analec- 
tic Magazine, contains a series of 
original letters from an American 
in Calcutta, representing some new 
views of the Hindoo character.— 
We extract the following as a spe- 
cimen. Humanity shudders at the 
thought that superstition can hold 
such absolute power over the mind. 
These deluded wretches not only 
endure their self inflicted tortures 
with firmness, but even with a de- 
gree of levity which seems almost 
incredible. — Christian Watchman. 

‘* Before day-light, on the morn- 
ing of the 5th, I wasawakened by 
a great noise of natives hallooing in 
the streets. ‘The holyday season, 
1 believe, commenced on that morn- 
ing; and I was informed that all 
the Gentoo population went dur- 
ing the nightto bathe ; or, as they 
term it, to wash body, in the 
Hooghly. Very early in the morn- 
ing the shore was lined with thou- 
sands of them ; and this was said to 
be the case for a great extent up 
the river. ‘The -water near the 
shore was covered wit flowers, 
strung in garlands, or strowed se- 
parately upon its surface ;—these 
being a.species of tribute or obla- 
tion, offered to the sacred stream. 
The Gentoos believe or profess to 
believe, that the Ganges river 
comes from heaven direct. 

will not admit that the object of 
their devotion has a terrestial ori- 
gin. This opinion may have orig- 
inated in consequence of the very 
remote, and almost unknown sourc- 
-es of the river,—or it may be in 
some measure allegorical ; inas- 
much, as a Jarge portion of its wa- 
ters in one season of the year, does

come directly from the clouds. — 
For several days after this general 
ablution, and offering of flowers, 1 
observed small parties parading the 


‘streets, accompanied by the musick 


of the ‘tumtum, or small drum ; and 
some one of each group signaliz- 
ing himself by voluntarily inflict- 
ing some violent and disgusting 
species of torture upon his own 
body. The favourite or most fre- 
quent operation, was that of 
thrusting a long iron rod through 
a perforation which had previously 
been made, in the tongue, by 
which means it was stretched out 
of his mouth ; and in this plight, 
with the blood trickling down his 
chin, he would dance, and perform 
a variety of grotesque gesticula- 
tions, to the music of the tumtum. 
When one of the party had thus 
displayed his fortitude, another 
would take the rod and undergo 
the same operation. Some, also, 
had bamboo hoops run through a 
loop made in the skin of their arms; 
and others, through similar loops 
in their sides,—all of which they 
slipped back wards and forwards, in 
order to increase the torture. The 
object of these sanguinary proceed- 
ings, is said to be an atonement to 
God for their sins but it seems they 
have also an eye to some temporal 
benefits, in exhibiting these tokens 
of penance; for they take care to 
display themselves as much as pos- 
sible before strangers, and make no 
scruple in soliciting a present, or 
bukshish, as they call it, as a re- 
ward for the exhibition. ‘These 
disgusting spectacles were, howev- 
er but trifles compared to a proces¢ 
which 1 yesterday witnessed ; and 
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which it seems was intended to 
close the scene,——as it did cextain. 
ly cap the climax of these abomin- 
ations. In the afternoon I weit 
with some gentlemen to the house 
of Ram Duloll Day, a principal, 
and well known banyan, in this 
city ; where arangements bad been 
made for the ceremony of sawing. 


ing, a sort of penance performed by 


the bearer cast, and some other low 
casts. This exhibition is gencral- 
ly made in front of the house of 
some wealthy, or influentia! native, 
by way of compliment; and a sorry 
one it would be, had not ‘ that ty- 
rant, custom,’ reconciled it to their 
feelings. A post about 20 feet 
high, was planted before Duloll’s 
door; a bundle ot bamboos, of a- 
bout the same length, were lashed 
together, and fixed by the middle, 
across the top of the post, on a 
kind of swivel, or pivet, which ad- 
mitted the ‘bamboo lever to turn 
round ia a_ horizontal direction. 
To the end of this lever was at- 
tached a rope, which reached near- 
ly to the ground, and by which it 
was to be turned. To the other 
end, there was also about six feet 


- of rope, to which the swingee, if I 


may be allowed the term, was to 
be fastened. After I had waited 
some time, a crowd of natives ap- 
proached, making a great noise 
with their tumtums,—some of 
them smeared with mud,and sprink- 
led with a reddish dust ; making 
altogether a most motley assem- 
blage. One of the company soon 
approached the swing, and mount- 
ed a scaffold, in order to be attach- 
ed to the short rope at the end of 
the lever. A couple of iron hooks. 
not unlike the hooks of a common 
steelyard, were passed through 


two loops made itn the skin of his 
back, just below the shoulder. 
blades, and a bandage was passed 
ronnd his body and over the hooks, 
to secure lim in case these should 
tcarout. TVhe books were then 
mace fast to the line abovemen. 
tioned, and the mdn was suspended 
in this way, about twelve or afteen 
feet from the ground. ‘Two or 
three natives took ho'd of the 
rope at the other end of the lever, 
and began torun rourd vith it, 
gradualiy guckening their pace 
until they whirled him about with 
amazing veiocity. ‘The swiftness 
with which the patient was carried 
round, caused him to extend the 
line almost horizontally, and my 
blood ran cold under the appre- 
hension of seeing him break loose, 
and fly off in atangent from the 
circle which he was describing.—— 
Such accidents, I am informed, do 
occasionally happen ; but they do 
not ceter these people from perse- 
vering inthe practice. After the 
first one had been swung a few 
minutes, he was let down; and 
another came with four hooks mn 
his back. He had no bandage 
round his body. A considerable 
number were swung in this way ; 
and each one seemed amb.tious to 
have his turn first, and to excel his 
predecessorsin these shocking feats. 
One was up twice in the course of 
the afternoon ; the first time, he 
swung fourteen minutes, by the 
watch. One man smoked, ate 
fruit, &c. while he was swinging, 
to evince his fortitude and uncon- 
cern. in one instance, the person 
swinging had a small basket in his 
hand, containing some fruit, and a 
few young half fledged doves ; all 
of which he distributed among the 
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crowd, as he passed round above 
their heads, and they eagerly 
caught at them, under an im pres- 
sion, as I understood, that it was 
a gocd omen for those individyals 
who were so fortupate as to get 
hold of then: before they reached 
the ground. Another was sus- 
pended, with the iron rod through 
his tongue, in the manner already 
described ; and he amused himself 
by slipping it backward and for- 
ward, from one end to the other, 
during his circumgyrations. — The 


desire to outdo the rest, at length 
prompted one man to swing with 
only two hooks in his back, and 
without any bandage to save him, 
in case of accident. To crown all, 
a native woman stepped forth, to- 
wards evening, and convinced them 
that her courage was as great as 
that of the men. She was sus- 
pended in the same manner, and 
revolved in her orbit with as much 
firmness as the most daring of her 
predecessors.”

Extract of a letter from Elder Joseph Merrill, to the Editor of the 
Christian Herald, dated, May 24, 1819. 


Dear Brother, 

BeinG anxious to give and re- 
ceive intelligence relative to the 
increase of the kingdom of Christ, 
I send you the following account 
of the state of religion in these re- 
gious. Eight years ago I moved 
into this town, at which time the 
state of religion was very low ; I 
labored, in my feeble way, more 
than six years, through many tri- 
als, and could see but very little 
fruit of my labors, and was some- 
times almost resdy to leave the 
place ; but having a strong im- 
pression on my mird at times, that 
1 should see the Redeemer’s king 
dom flourish in this place, I knew 
not how to leave, until the Lord 
had blest us with a harvest. At 
length owr anticipations have been 
realized—the seventh year was a 
elubilee in very deed. La the Sum. 
mer of 1817, there appeared 
signs of rain, aud in the last of 


September, the work broke. out 
and spread very rapidly in this 
and in the adjoining towns. Bro. 
their T. Lewis has been laboring 
almost two years and has bcen 
much biest in this quarter, the 
work was very powerful and the 
most solemn [ ever witnessed. [ 
have baptized one hundred and 
eighty in about nine months, and 
brother L. as many more.

‘Sometime in September last; 
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I learned that in the southern ex- 
tremity of the town, there was a 
more than common attention to 
religion principally among the 
Methodists. Several persons from 
a mile or two north of the place, 
went, probably out of curiosity, to 
the meetings ; ard it was soon ev- 
ident that some of them were 
sabia 

“The meeting from which I 
think the beginning of the revival 
in the society may be dated, was 
held at a private house, on Mon- 
day evening, in the early part of 
November, “Uhough but few were 
present, it was manitest that the 
spirit of God wasthere. Chris- 
tians were peculiarly earnest in 
prayer and exhortation, and some 
present were brought under seri- 
ous impressions. Soon after this, 
meetings were appointed in the 
vicinity, and attended by numbers 
who appeared serious ; and some 
were anxiously ingtiring what they 
must do to be saved. About this 
time a prayer meeting was appoint. 
ed io this place at nine o’clock in 
the morning. ‘This was a new 
time of meeting with us, and the 
power of God was wonderfully 
manifested. ’’ 

“In the western part of the 
town a remarkable instance of di- 
vine power was manifested. A 
man of about 30 years of age, 
who had been a very irreligious 
character, came into an evening 
meeting with the avowed design 
of ridiculing what might be said. 
‘Soon after he came -in and took 
bis seat, he began to feel Cisagree- 
able, and thoug rht of leaving the 
house; but while he hesitated, his 
uneasiness increased, his sins were 
set in order before him, and his 


distress became so great, that he 
cried aloud. At the close of 
the meeting such was his per. 
turbation Wy mind, that he trem. 
bled like the tailor when he came 
and feil down before Paul and 8}. 
las. Prayer was offered up for 
him in particular, and he dates his 
hope in the mercy of God from 
that night. 

‘*A youth of about 14 or 15 
years of age, who had been in dis- 
tress for several weeks, was bro’t 
to rejoice inthe mercy of God, 
and was immcdiately impressed 
with an ardent desire for the sal- 
vation of his brothers and sisters, 
and his father who were yet in 
their sins. He went immediately 
from the meeting, where he ob- 
tained reiief, with his brother who 
was there, and who resided by hime 
self, and prayed with him, and ex- 
horted him to repentance in such a 
manner as deeply affected his mind. 
The next morning on his return 
home, accompanied by his brother, 
they cailed on his sister, who was 
married, and he requested her that 
she would kneel down with him 
and he would pray for her. The 
three knelt down together, and he 
prayed in a very affecting ae 
and so as much to impress the feel 
ings of his sister. From this 
place he returned home, and im- 
mediately fell into his father’s arms, 
exhorting and entreating him,in the 
most tender and affectionate man- 
ner, to embrace the Gospel, ming- 
ling his prayers with his entreaties, 
that God would have mercy oa 
him and on his brothers and sisters. 
It was an affecting scene—the 
whole family were in tears—-most 
of them distrest for their sins, and 
were sensible that this was a pe- 
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cwiar call of God on them to re- 
pent

Extract of a letter from Elder Nathaniel Wilson, dated, Barnstead, N.H, 
June 1, 1819. 


As the friends of Zion are. ever 
refreshed in hearing of the prosper- 
ity of the kingdom of Christ, I 
‘think proper to give a few lines 
‘for publication. ‘The brethren in 
this place are in general resolved 
to overcome by the blood of the 
Lamb and the word of their testi- 
‘mony.

Two deacons were also 
ordained. A number of exhorta- 
trons were delivered which were 
solemn and weighty.

dated, Williamson, Ontario co. N. 7. “April 1, 1819. 


‘‘ Ir is with pleasure I embrace 
afew moments to inform you of 
my travels the winter past, in which 
time I have travelled hundreds of 
miles, and seen much of the glory 
of God Mymind being drawn 
to the west,I left my father’s house 
and dearest friend in life, at 
Charleston on the 21st of January, 
with an intention to range the 
western hills aud vales of N. Y. and 
preach Christ to its inhabitants ; 
on my journey west I had the plea- 


sure of visiting many happy 


companies of brethren, with whom 
I took sweet counsel. In Weston, 
I preached six times, found the 
saints engaged, but much in want 
of laborers. Preached once in 
Camilous, from thence went to 
Brutus, where I attended two 
meetings, and had an agreeable in- 
terview with Elder E. Shaw; my 
visit here, to me, was solemn and 
interesting. From thence came to 
this town, this is a place where sim 
abounds, and RELIGION, that heav- 
enly treasure, is almoet wholly ne- 
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-glected, I had sore relations in the 
town, who were willing to open 
their doors, to have gospel news 
published. I commenced preach. 
ing Curist, and him crucified and 
soon saw the pood effect, in that 
the assemblies increased, and nev 
doors were daily opened for preach- 
ing and many [ have seen in tears. 
Though the number has been few 
‘that have made:a public profession 
-of religion, yet it is evident many 
sare seriously impressed. It is my

Tur following address to our 
‘Christian brethren, from Elder M. 
Fernald, is not we think unworthy 
their attention, it is written with that 
plainness which is the general char- 
vacteristic of the writer, and accords 
with his preaching and life. 

ADDRESS, &c. 
Professed Brethren, 

Having some knowledge of my insuf- 
‘ficiency to instruct I feel a backward- 
ness to admonish, but having passed 
the middle age of life and travelled 
extensively in the middle and north- 
ern states and preached to many 
thousands, I have become acquainted 
with some of the hindrances to the 
spread of the truth. 

Christian ministers, servants of Je- 
sus Christ, particularly those who say 
they have left all for Christ—We have 
said that Christ is our pattern, accord- 
ang to 1 Peter ii. 21, here it reads that 
Christ suffered for us, leaving an ex- 
ample that we should follow his steps. 
How deep ought this to sink in our 
‘heart. 1 How holy his walk, with 
Saint or sinner. 2°*How humble in 
every station. 3 Honest and faithful 

to every character. .4 Patient with 
all, yet rebuking when needfull, 5 
Submitting to no man’s. judgment, but 
‘wholly to God’s word. °6 Persever- 
ing without fainting, even when pow- 
erfully resisted. 7 Always abiding in 
wobedience to God, and living under

the influences of the Holy Spirit. And 
shail we say we cannot imitate him mea- 


-surably when Paul-says ‘ let the same 


mind be in you which was in Christ, 
also, ‘ arm yourselves with the same 
mind,’-Rom.- viii. 9. As every seed 
produces its own likeness, se every 
spirit. begets its own image. Thus 
when Christ and his apostles preach- 
ed the gospel, it was with the Holy 
Ghost-irom heaven, and those that 
received Christ, were born of God, 
and became heirs to all things heav- 
enly through Christ. I ask can any 
other gospel or spirit make alive to 
God? .O my brethren, is it with us 
as when we dared not preach in the 
name of Christ without:the assistance 
of his spirit, which only.could bring 
souls to a heavenly birth. Is it nat 
the case that some content themselves 
with preaching in word only. often 
tremble to think how we shall stand, 
and who Christ will own, in that day, 
when no excuse -will be acmitted.— 
Shall we say we must follow the doc- 
trines of men or be despised, look to 
the once despised Nazareen, who was 
given for a leader and pattern, On 
account of faithfulnes, need .we fear 
reproof, ‘reproach, want of .earthly 
comforts, fellowship of brethren, &c. 
God forbid that we should fear man 
more than him. ‘Ask who shall judge 
us at the last day, and then fear God, 
and serve him at the loss of all things. 
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Anciently, the followers of Christ 
prayed in the spirit, spake in the 
spirit, and sung in the spirit, to 
worship Him who is a spirit, in 
truth. Have any of us retro- 
graded so far from our profession 
and the apostolic order, as to be 
contented with the form, spirit or 
not ? 

We have said much about com- 
ing out, and being separate to leave 
all unscriptural practices, &c.; oth- 
ers have done the same, and have 
had conferences of various kinds, 
but to what effect more than to 
unite each sect asa separate body ; 
this will continue to be so till we 
are willing to die to the * friend- 
ship of the world.” 

We complain of disorder in the 
churches; what will prevent it ? 
we say a separation; but from 
what ? Let us imitate the first se- 
paration named in scripture of 
this nature, Exod, xxxiti. 16, here 
the minister and the people of 
God, were separate from all peo- 
ple on the face of the earth by 
obeying him, so as to have his con- 
stant presence. Let us do like- 
wise, and separate ourselves from 
all vanity, pride, confederacy with 
the world, and selfishness, to live 
wholly to Christ ; then shall we 
live agreed to fellow Christ, in- 
stead of each other. 

Finally, as the people denomin- 
ated Christians have agreed on a 
general conference at Portsmouth, 
N. H.’on the 27th of October next 


to endeavor to use their exertions 
in aid-of the cause of Zion, I 
would exhort all those who think 
of attending, to consider, that 
nothing will- effect our purpose 
but the wisdom and power of God 
in us, therefore let us all try to pray 
for wisdom, power, love and holy 
zeal, to do the mind of Christ ia 
deed as well as word. Brethren, 
bear my plainness, for I love Zion, 
and groan for her deliverance.— 
While many are saying where are 
those who said Christ was the on- 
ly pattern, and lawgiver of his 
church, let us arise, for truly none 
can exeeed us in profession, let us 
walk worthy of our high calling, 
and we shali be a light to the 
world. Truly the Lordis work« 
ing wonders through our land and 
world, therefore let us not® faint, 
but put on the whole armour of 
Ged, and be valiant for the true 
worship and work of our Redeem< 
er. Be strong and fear not, but 
bear the cross ; count it an honor 
to be separated from ambitious 
pride and worldly conformity, and 
imitate Jesus our leader. Time is 
short, eternal glory is inexpressible, 
why fear reproach, for Christ’s 
sake ? it is a sure pledge of reign- 
ing with him. Let us strive for 
more humility and greater nearness 
to God. Believe and obéy Christ 
and we shall overcome and reign 
with the Lamb in his kingdom.
